R> v. W . E. Perry of Los Angeles, 
formerly of Santa Ana, has been ap­ 
pointed by Dr. W ilbur F. Crafts of 
Washington, D. C. Superintendent of 
the Pacific Coast District of the lu­ 
te: national Reform Bureau which in­ 
clude-; California, Oregon, 
Washing­ 
ton, Idaho, Nevada and B rit sh Col­ 
umbia. 
Mr. 
Perry succeeds G. L. 
Tufts who leaves the work, having 
found himself out of harmony with 
th. 
wide aims and the businesslike 


methods of the Bureau, which is an 
incorporation and entirely up to date 
in its business system. ' The District 
headquarters, hitherto 
at 
Berkeley, 
are transferred to Los Angeles, from 
where all financial matters will be 
handled. 
The district will be reorganized to 
meet the demands of the work. 
Mr. 
Thomas Bain of Seattle, Wash., is 
local Secretary for Washington and 
Oregon, and Mr. 
E. D. Nichols of 
Boise, Idaho, of the last named state. 
Others will be added. 
The fight for 
a Sunday Rest law will be pushed in 
California, 
a 
general 
campaign 
against race track and other gamb- 
1 ng will be conducted and also a 
movement to purge foul shows and 
theatricals. 
The Bureau will as al­ 
ways aid in every possible way any 
movement for moral reform while con- 
cem rating as above. 
Rev. W. E. Perry began work as 
Field Secretary 
in 
Southern 
Cali­ 
fornia last September, 
since 
which 
time a strong Board-of Directors com­ 
posed of prominent, men has been or­ 
gan. zed, local work done 
in many 
towns and cities of the South, where 
a large membership has been secur­ 
ed, the slot 
machine gambling put 


out of Pasadena 
and 
other 
move­ 
ments not yet brought to an issue 
started in several 
localities. 
The 
aim is to restrict and do away with 
gambling, social impurity, and Sun­ 
day work and desecration. 
The poli­ 
cy has been not to make a big noise 
but to work quietly and persistently. 
Previously to taking work with the 
Reform Bureau, Mr. Perry had wide 
experience as journalist, pastor of

This interest has led me to 
the point of proposing to 
y ou

scheme of organization with a v iew 
o carry ing on a sy stematic plan of 
ex periments along 
the line of two 
v ery imi>oriant su b jects—crop 
rota­ 
tion and dry land farm ng. 
“In sev eral of ou r western states, 
| for instance, Utah, Idaho and Mon- 
• tana, there are u nder cu ltiv ation to­ 
day thou sands of acres on which the 
j v egetation was three feet 
or more 
high. 
This land has b een sadly neg- 
’ lected. 
If wild v egetation will grow 
so lu x u riantly , why wou ld not cu lti- 
• v aiion after the dry method fit this 
land for good crops of grain? 
Again, 
there are seasons of 
light 
rainfall. 
Why not praci.ce dry land work in 
order to conserv e this moistu re? 
“There are nu merou s reasons why 
j we shou ld b e prepared for any emer- 
i gency , and the only way we can b e 
prepared is .to hav e 
certain 
k now­ 
ledge of ou r soil req u irements. 
The 
only way we can hav e 
this 
k now­ 
ledge is b y ex perimenting, and the 
b est way to carry on the ex periments 
in order that each of y ou 
will b e 
personally interested is to organize. 
“The plan I wou ld present to y ou 
is, form an association of as many 
of y ou as possib le; lease, as an asso­ 
ciation, sev eral farms 
in 
different 
sections of y ou r locality ; 
map ou t 
y ou r plans of procedu re and carry 
on the work for a series 
of 
six or 
eight y ears or more, and 
y ou 
will 
su rely get resu lts. 
“There is v ery little data av ailab le 
in this cou ntry on the su b ject of crop 
rotation. 
There is no organization of 
the farmers along these lines. 
Let 
u s get together and start this work 
in sev eral localities in the state and 
prob ab ly other states will follow and 
mak e it a national affair.”
